T H E TEXAS DRO UG H T. 


M are R ain N eed ed in th e Sou th w est in 
O rder to Save Crops. 


G a l v e s t o n , May 1st.—The News, com­ 
menting upon the drought, says: The 
drought last year and that of the present 
season are unparalleled. In the extreme 
northwest of Texas and the extreme south­ 
west there have been rains of late that will 
prove of incalculable benefit to the cattle 
districts, but the agricultural districts, pure 
and simple—except, perhaps, in a limited 
area in northern 
Texas—are suffering 
seriously from want of raiu. In all that 
belt of country between San Antonio and 
A ustin; from Austin to W aco; from Waco 
to Bremond, aud down the Central Rail­ 
road to Houston, apd in the circumference 
described by this geographical circle, the 
country stands badly in need of moisture. 
Oats and small grain within the dis­ 
trict specified is almost a total failure, 
while corn, that should be well advanced 
and in a vigorous condition, is seriously 
wilted and in had condition at the roots. 
This is the worst feature of the agricultural 
situation in central, middle and southern 
Texas. There is still time ahead to make 
a cotton crop, although at best tlie cotton 
crop is now bound to he late. Unless rains 
come within six or eight days the corn 
crop in Texas will be very much of a fail­ 
ure. So serious is this outlook that whole­ 
sale houses are withdrawing their men 
from the road, pending a solution of the 
rainfall problem.

Bakersfield, April 30th. — Yesterday 
Aleck and Jefferson Carver, who live in 
the mountains some distance troiu here, 
went in company with one D. Bowen to a 
lonely place in the Sierra Nevada for Ihe 
purpose of arresting a man whom they had 
for some weeks suspected of being Pete 
Olsen, the Napa murderer. H e not only 
answered the description given of Olsen, 
but acted in a m anner to indicate that he 
wished to avoid people. H e had taken up 
his quarters in a deserted cabin, and was 
clearing a piece of ground. 
The party arrived in the vicinity of th e 
cabin about 11 a. m. Friday. Jefferson 
went forward alone to entice him outside 
the cabin, hut he fonpd him some distance 
below it clearing gnfund for a garden. 
H e 
observed that he wielded the ax with great 
skill. 
H e talked about what he was going 
to do, and told how fruit trees vfere pro­ 
tected from late frosts in that part of Napa 
county where he had lived. 
Jefferson was armed with a pistol and 
the other two men srHh shotguns. 
After a 
little interview the men who had remained 
behind followed cautiously on foot. Thev 
advanced on him , endeavoring to keep the 
trees bel ween them . H e was girdling a 
tree, and Jefferson was standing a short 
distanceaway. 
When within about thirty 
feet he observed them and stepped quickly 
two or three paces toward Jefferson, leav­ 
ing his ax sticking in the tree and facing 
the newcomers. 
Aleck then called upon him to throw up 
liis hands, that he had a warrant for his 
arrest, at the same time covering him with 
his weapon, as did the others. 
lie said: 
“ Arrest nothing!” made a 
spring, seized his ax and swung it around 
to hurl it at Jefferson, whereupon th e 
brothers both tired, and the man receiving 
both charges in the neck and breast, stag­ 
gered backward and tell. 
Aleck then stepped quickly forward and 
said : “ You are Peter Olsen.' 
H e looked 
at him and said : “ I am dying.” 
It is ascertained that he took his abode 
where- he was killed about a month ago, 
and at that tim e and until recently the 
snout was very deep there. 
Ills limited 
assortment of personal effects were brought 
here with the body. 
He had cut the nam e of “ M. II. Seibert ” 
on a tree near his cabin and written on the 
cabin door " Homestead of Michael H . 
Stibert.” 


H E WAS NOT OLSEN, T H E NAPA MURDERER. 
Bakersfield, May 1st.—Sheriff’ H arris 
and A. J. Grigs ley, brother of Mrs. Lyons, 
arrived from Napa this morning. The in­ 
quest commenced to-day. They testified 
that the rem ains of the’ man supposed to 
be Olsen, Mrs. Lyons’ murderer, were 
not his, although ihe resemblance was 
striking. The inquest adjourned uutil to­ 
morrow to obtain a letter in th« Lins V al­ 
ley Postoffice addressed to M. H. Seibert, 
the name the deceased is supposed to have 
claimed.

tion.” 
W hat the Sun says of Colusa is 
true of some other counties we can name. 
L et this be rem em bered; we are in the 
settling period now ; centers of trade and 
population are being determined, and for 
all time. 
The county and town that are 
laggard now will remain so, and no after 
activity will restore to them what it is about 
to lose. 
The effort to invite to and fix 
population in this section by desirable im­ 
migration must have lietter support or it 
will not succeed. 
In that effort every man 
has a part to jierfrrm, no m atter how hum­ 
ble his station in life. 
If he cannot give 
one dollar, he A n give one dime, and it 
will help; if the land owner cannot sacri­ 
fice one acre in ten to treble the value of 
the remaining nine, he can sacrifice one- 
tenth of an acre, or some part of its value. 
It is the union of small efforts that pro­ 
duces great results 
in 
these 
matters. 
“ Booms ” do not come, they have to be 
brought; they have no momentum except 
such as the people to he benefited give 
them. 
A few immigration and home de 
velopment and improvement associations, 
struggling along in a feeble forcible way 
are scattered here and there through the 
north section; 
two th at are alive and 
“ doing ” we know of, but even they need a 
great deal more of assistance. 
There are scores of men of wealth whose 
property and industries are*to be vastly 
benefited by the filling up of this section, 
who do not contribute to the fccal ¡mini 
gration efforts so _jueh as a dime. These 
citizens are impediments to progress; thev 
entertain grossly false ideas of the dutv 
they owe to society and themselves, or en­ 
tertain none at all. W e need to hear some 
plain preaching in all this section of the 
State upon “ duty-doing.” 
Instead of de­ 
crying new schemes, let us invite them 
instead of “ suspecting” that progressive 
men are “ going to make som ething" by 
their prominence in action and public 
spirit, let us applaud them, knowing, as we 
do, that public spirit cannot be monopol­ 
ized, and that no man can benefit his own 
business by schemes to “ build up ” the 
country, without also benefiting his neigh­ 
bors. 
A gentleman well versed in Southern 
California methods, where everybody is for 
everybody, not 
long since 
remarked 
“ Down there, if a citizen has a scheme to 
advance the community, a hundred men 
jum p on and struggle to get into it; up 
here, if one proposes a scheme to develop 
and people the country, the chances arc 
that a hundred who ought to jum p in 
sheer off anil whisper ‘ what’s he going to 
make—how much will it advertise him .’ ” 
There is altogether too 
much 
truth, 
though some exaggeration, in that rough 
wav of putting it. 
W hat we need in N orthern California 
to supplement our magnificent climate, the 
unequaled productions of our soil, the un­ 
paralleled advantages of location, is greater 
confidence in each other and less suspicion ; 
more investment of dimes for making the 
section known, that dollars may return ; 
an awakening to the truth that every man 
and woman has a part to play in the 
“ boom’’ and a duty to discharge to the 
community. 
We need to clean up and 
keep cleaned up ; to plant trees without 
asking “ will they pay ?” to set out flower­ 
ing shrubs without calculating moneyed 
returns upwn th e m ; to cultivate lawns 
without thought of other reward than 
will flow from their contribution to ra­ 
tional pdeasures and human enjoyment. 
W e need to abandon the littered front 
farm-yards, the air of shiftless content too 
manifest in rural regions as well as tow ns; 
to give over haggling about prices and all 
attem pts to undercut in disposing of lands. 
W hen one sells, let all the others con­ 
gratulate him and the buyer, too; if a 
stranger comes into our section let us not 
cheapen it or any part of i t ; if he prices 
“ BY’ land, let “ C” beware of telling him 
he can “ dobetter by him.” 
N othing sooner drives the home-seeker 
away than the discovery that people are 
underbidding; it has already had that effect. 
On the contrary, a “ boom” will come by 
“ booming” 
everything, 
by belittleing 
nothing. W e have truth to hack u s; there 
is no need for a syllable of exaggeration, 
hut there is need 
for discretion, for 
beautifying and for the opening of the 
purses. 
As our contemporary, the Sun, 
well says: “ Every business man in the 
county should heartily support, by his in­ 
fluence and his coin, all well directed 
efforts to advertise the county ; such work 
will broaden his field for trade, increase 
his opportunities for profit and enhance 
his business interests generally.

It was one of the very 
earliest arguments presented ¡n Congress 
for the defeat of the hill.

American marine a mere tradition, the 
anti-railroad maniacs propose to put the 
internal commerce of the nation upon for­ 
eign wheels also. 


DEFIANCE 
OF COURTS. 


MR. FIELD ’S METHOD AGAIN. 


The Oakland Enquirer is the latest pa­ 
per to discuss Mr. David Dudley Field’s 
“ open-nomination ” system. T hat is, a 
method of enforced registration, and by* 
which voters on registering must declare 
who they wish to nominate. 
We have 
Itoiiited out what appear to us to lie insu 
perable objections to the scheme, the chief 
being the impossibility under it of preserv­ 
ing th at secrecy of the voter’s desire essen­ 
tial to perfect freedom and independence, 
so necessary to untrameled exercise of the 
franchise ; and secondly, th at the method 
of the veteran jurist would exclude from 
candidacy men whom it might be very de­ 
sirable to take up at the last moment. The 
Enquirer evidently approves Mr. Field’ 
plan, but proposes as a cure for indisposi­ 
tion to attend the caucus and primary, that 
every ticket of delegates shall have a set 
of explicit instructions or pledges printed 
on its top. “ It will not then be hard to get 
voters out at a primary.” 
We confess ina­ 
bility to understand what would be gained 
by this system. 
The “ boss” would “ put 
u p ” the instructions and pledges, and 
“ name ” his delegates, just as he now does. 
Nothing short of complete revolution of 
public sentim ent concerning the duties 
men owe to the communities in which they 
live, will affect bossism—■th at and female 
suffrage would inaugurate a real reform 
in basic politics, th at is sadly needed 
these boss-ridden times. 


A CASE OF ‘ IN SOLENCE.’’ 


The New York Evening Post cannot be 
said to have had, at any time, any “ lean­ 
in g ” toward the Irish side of the Irish 
question. 
Y et th at journal, estim ating 
journalistic values upon their just merits, 
and looking at the m atter from the stand 
point of a self-respecting journal and hon 
esty, says: 
We canuot recall, even am ong the lowest 
grade of new spapets in this countrv, a worse bit 
ot “ journalism ’’ than th at in w hich the London 
Times has been indulging towards 
Parnell. 
There could hardly be a more striking indica­ 
tion of the tem per of the Conservatives towards 
the Irish th an its readiness to throw overboard 
all its traditions--we will not say of fair plav 
for it never was a very fair newspaper—but of 
dignity and deeency, in dealing w ith the leader 
oi the Irish party. The production of a dam ag­ 
ing charge of doubtful authenticity on the eve 
of an im portant vole, so late that the person it 
is intended to dam age may not have tim e to 
disprove it, is an old cam paign dodge with 
w hich we are very fam iliar here. 
The Post very properly and em phatic­ 
ally stigmatizes the action of the Times as 
mean and pettifogging when it sticks to its 
charge w ith “ brutal insolence,” after it 
has fairly been put to the proof by denial, 
hut still insists upon Darnell proving a 
negative— that is, that he did not write 
the letter. 
In America such a defense in 
a dog case in a cross-roads Justice’s Court 
would expose the party advancing it to 
ridicule and contempt. 


STATUS OF HYDRAULIC MISINO 
AGAINST INJUNCTIONS. 


Im portant Statem en t o f City E n g i­ 
neer B assett—Hosults Predict- 
eiT— R em ed y Suggested. 


E d s. R e c o rd -I n io x : You request addi­ 
tional details in regard to situation of affairs 
in the hydraulic m ining sections. So far 
as my knowledge extends, the following 
statements contain the result of my obser­ 
vation and views for the past few m onths: 
First, then, as to Plum as county, where 
the recent violent demonstrations have 
taken place, and where, probably, at the 
present time, the most bitter feeling exists 
as a consequence of injunctions against 
hydraulic mining. In that county within 
the last year the owners of some fifty-three 
mines, operated by the hydraulic process, 
have been enjoined in consequence of suits 
brought by Sutter county. Quite a num ­ 
ber of these mines are not very extensive, 
and send down but little debris annually, 
not having yet been sufficiently developed. 
Most ot the hydraulic mines in Plumas 
county, too, are owned by men of small 
means, who have had to depend entirely 
upon the profits of their mining operations 
for a living. As a consequence, therefore, 
of the shutting down of these mines the 
owners have had to decide between aband­ 
oning their property—the result often of 
the labor of many years—or to attempt the 
experiment of operating them in violation 
of the injunctions of the Courts. As many 
of them can see only one side of the pic­ 
ture, or, if they do see it, look only to their 
own interests, not caring what damage they 
may infiiot on property along the stream’s 
below them, or for the injury to naviga­ 
tion, they have decided to pursue the less 
commendable course, and are now defying 
the Courts, and doing all in their power to 
prevent the ofli<«rs of the Government 
from obtaining the information necessary 
for bringing actions to prevent the deposit­ 
ing of debris in the streams. 
The hydraulic miners in that section 
have also, quite generally, succeeded in 
creating the impression among the quartz 
and drift miners that their interests are as 
much imperiled as their own. 
As the 
section is an isolated one, having but little 
commercial intercourse w ith the outside 
world, the whole community is almost.en­ 
tirely dependent on the mining industry. 
Professional men, merchants, mechanics, 
and even the farmers (of whcrn there are 
a considerable number) relv almost ex­ 
clusively for their prosperity upon the 
money placed in circulation in prosecut­ 
ing these quartz, drift and hydraulic m in­ 
ing operations. 
Consequently, believing 
this, not only are the owners of the hy­ 
draulic mines and the laborers employed

therein very much exasperated on account 
of the injunctions, but likewise also they 
are felt by the whole comm unity to be 
4htal to the general prosperity. 
Feeling as 
they do, they act almost unanimously upon 
anything which will 
enable them still 
further to prosecute hydraulic mining. 
For instance, the sending of what they 
term “ spies” among them, whether thev 
go as the agents of the Government or of 
the Anti-Debris Association, is looked upon 
as an unwarranted proceeding, having for 
its object the institution of still further 
measures to compel obedience to the laws 
and what they denounce as the unjust 
mandates of the Courts; and the intim i­ 
dating and boycotting of these “ spies ” 
becomes the common business of the com­ 
munity. 
However, not all the hydraulic miners 
have as yet set the law at defiance. 
So far 
as I know, only a few are doing so. These 
have been encouraged, and in large part 
instigated by a set of conscienceless lawyers 
who, for a fee, pretend to advise ttieir 
clients how they can evade the law and 
avoid punishm ent. 
But of those who 
thus defy the law all except two or three 
are of foreign birth, who, in this as in 
other thiDgs, have little respect for or 
knowledge of our laws. Two or three are 
the most ignorant and bullheaded of Irish­ 
men ; a few others are Italians scarcely 
able to speak the language of this country, 
while a very few are persons who should 
know better than to set themselves up in 
opposition to the laws of their countrv. 
For the purpose then of assisting to’pro­ 
tect those lawless foreigners, and a few 
others in their lawless acts, a whole com­ 
m unity allows itself to be put in an atti­ 
tude of defiance to our Courts of law, and 
lends its aid, by boycotting and intim ida­ 
tion, to a policy of obstruction, hoping 
thereby to prevent the agents of the Gov­ 
ernm ent from collecting the data necessary 
to the carrying out of an Act of Congress. 
And the people of the valley are expected 
to submit, for the benefit of these stubborn 
few. to having ourrivers and bays filled up, 
navigation destroyed, and our cities and 
farming lands buried in sand and slickens. 
To be sure, only a small am ount of hy­ 
draulic mining is now being carried on in 
that section, and the am ount of debris sent 
down is correspondingly small. B ut those 
who have not yet started up, in defiance of 
the Courts, are watching the result, and if 
it is seen to be safe to pursue such a policy, 
the balance of the mines will also soon be 
in operation and the condition of Feather 
river become as bad as it was before the 
litigation against the miners commenced. 
Before these suits were instituted, the 
Feather river was a very muddy stream. 
Now, of course, with but a few of the 
mines in operation, the river at Marysville 
is not highly discolored, and the ntiners 
operating thereon point to this fact as 
evidence that they are doing no material 
damage, and consider that as long as too 
few of them defy the Courts to make the 
effects of their work result in material 
damage, they should be let alone. 
A favorite argum ent with the hydraulic 
miners on the headwaters of Feather river 
is that their mines are so remote that the 
debris cannot reach the Sacramento valley 
in sufficient amount to do material dam­ 
age. W ith them nothing is “debris” ex­ 
cept gravel, cobblestones and bowlders, 
and though they acknowledge that the 
finer materials are carried in suspension 
by the waters from the immediate vicinity 
of their mines, they at one time insisted 
that these liner materials were stored in 
the river canyons between their mines and 
Oroville. But since an examination of the 
river and its various forks from the mines 
down disclosed the fact that there has been 
no such storage of the sand and slickens, 
they insist that the fact that no such m a­ 
terials are found in any great quantity, 
proves that therefore these finer materials 
have not g'-ne down. 
The Feather river and its tributaries, 
from the points where the debris from the 
mines is delivered into them down to Oro- 
viile, flow through rock-bound canyons, 
cut by the agency of the water out of the 
solid stone, and having a heavy ar.d con­ 
tinuous grade for the entire distance. And 
these miners refuse to acknowledge the 
fact that debris deposited at the upper ends 
of these canyons is sure to be discharged at 
the lower. The truth is that from many of 
the mines large quantities of even cobble­ 
stones nud bowlders are discharged into 
these canyons, and such is the enormous 
pulverizing force to which they are sub­ 
jected as they are churned aibng down 
stream during flood stages of the river, 
knocking against each other and against 
the sides and bottom of the canyon, that 
before they reach Oroville they are ground 
to an almost impalpable powder, capable 
of being carried forward by even the slower 
currents of the lower rivers to as far as the 
bay of San Francisco. 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances the greater remoteness gives 
the greater length of rock-bound canyon 
through which the materials 
have 
to 
travel, and these canyons then become as 
enormous «rastras in which to more finely 
reduce the debris deposited in them. 
It is claimed, too, by the hvdraulic miners 
on the Feather river that the damage that 
has resulted from hydraulic m ining has 
been almost entirely caused bv Ihe debris 
from the Yuba river, and te ónlv a small 
degree has it been added to by them. This 
may be true, hut it is also 'true that hy­ 
draulic mining on the Feather river is but 
in its infancy, and although many of the 
enjoined mines thereon are but small af­ 
fairs, still "tall oaks from little acorns 
grow, and it would haralv be policy for 
the dwellers on the lower’rivera to wait 
•tutii irreparable damage had been done 


ing a repetition of their misfortunes from 
another quarter. 
The suit for injunction against the hy- 
* draulic mines on Feather river was brought 
' by Sutter county, and based on damages 
claimed to have iieen done to the County 
Hospital and grounds, and which are 
likely hereafter to ensue, if hydraulic 
mining is continued. This the people of 
Plum as county fail to see is used only as 
•' a means to an end." They can see onlv 
the ** means,” and comparing the small 
value of the hospital to the great present 
and prospective value of their hydraulic 
mines, they perceive in the decrees of a 
Court which issues the injunctions making 
their property almost valueless only an act 
of inju-tice. The " e n d " sought by the 
people bringing the suits is, of course, in 
addition to the protection of the County 
Hospital, to prevent the filling up of the 
river channels, whereby their navigability 
is greatly impaired or entirely destroyed, 
and the farming lands, the cities and 
towns, and the happy homes of u great 
population located thereon are greatly en­ 
dangered. 
The same lawlessness that has been re­ 
cently reported ftom Pluuias county exists 
also to a greater or less exteut in the hy­ 
draulic mining sections at the headwaters 
of the Yuba, Bear and American rivers. 
The injunctions of the Courts, both State 
and Federal, against hydraulic mining are 
not obeyed, and every method is sought to 
avoid their enforcement. 
Nothing except 
the presence of parties whom they suspect 
will inform on them prevents the owners or 
lessees of many of the mines from oiierat- 
ing them. On the Yuba river telephone 
lines run in every direction, and these are 
used to warn the miners of the approach of 
parties suspected of being the agents of the 
Anti-Debris 
Association. 
When 
these 
watchers or "spies" go to any section, the 
mines there are shut down, and at the 
same time those located in other directions 
resume operations. Boycotting and intim ­ 
idation have been used in many instances 
to compel the fearless men who liave been 
sent up into the mountains front the coun­ 
ties of Yuba and Suiter to leave the coun­ 
try. 
At Dutch Flat these men are refused 
accommodations at the hotels, even when 
traveling for the purpose of serving papers 
issued by the United States Circuit Court. 
The keepers of the hotels are threatened 
that their buildings will be burned if they 
do keep them. And all this is by the few 
lawless hydraulickers near there, who hope 
by such measures to protect themselves 
from detection and punishment. 
After all the injunctions that have been 
issued against the hydraulic mines on the 
Yuba river; 
after all the expenditure of 
money that has been made by Sutter and 
Yuba counties n litigation .still'at Marysville 
last week a test made by a chemist shows 
the Yuba river to be carrying three-fifths of 
one per cent, of sediment in suspension, or 
for every 1,000 cubic yards of water six 
cubic yards of solid earthy matter are car­ 
ried down stream. 
W ith this condition of 
affairs continuing, it only requires another 
season of high water to raise the beds of the 
streams at that point still higher, to still 
further endanger life and property, and to 
make necessary additional heavy expendi­ 
tures for protection. 
An examination of the American river 
shows it running nearly, if not quite, as 
muddy to-day as before the Gold Run tria1. 
And to say that hydraulic mining on the 
¿A m erican river has ceased, would be to say 
that-which is most absurdly untrue. Prob­ 
ably to-day only one less mine is running 
on the American river than would have 
been running had the Gold Run suit not 
Have been brought, and that is the Gold 
Run mine. The water that was used there 
is now probably being used where it is 
effectual in washing down more debris than 
would have been the case had the Gold 
Run m ine not been enjoined. People have 
been surprised to hear of the recent lawless 
acts of parties in Plumas county, but at the 
present moment very many times more 
damage is resulting to the rivers and 
bays, the cities, towns and lands in tbe 
Sacramento valley, from hydraulic mining 
on the American river, than from that on 
the Feather river above Marysville. 
It has been asked, Is there no remedy ? 
Cannot the officers of the law enforce the 
injunctions of the Courts? 
Cannot the 
Governor send the m ilitia if necessary, or 
the U. S. Government its soldiers to see 
that the laws are obeyed ? Probably they 
might. But if they did, such action could 
not give perm anent relief. 
The hydraulic 
miners would be as quiet as lambs during 
the presence of such force, and as the m ili­ 
tia or soldiers could not stay always, their 
influence would be effectual only so long 
as they remained. 
Upon their departure 
hydraulic mining would be resumed with 
the same results as before. For myself I 
can see but one remedy, and that is,’ when 
an injunction is issued against the owners 
of a hydraulic mine, tbe Courts should 
have the authority to order such m ine en­ 
tirely dismantled for work by the hydraulic 
process, the pipes taken up,' the monitors 
removed or destroyed and nothing left of 
the 
plant 
necessary 
to 
work 
tbe 
mine by this method. Then if the mine 
were found again fitted up for such work, 
the owners could be severely punished for 
contempt and the mine again dismantled. 
By this means the fear of the punishment, 
together with the lear of the loss of the 
am ount paid for refitting the mine, would 
he sufficient to prevent the violations of 
the injunctions. 
W hy should all the apparat s essential 
to the working of a mine by the hydraulic 
process be left in position, ready for work, 
almost purposely, it would seem, to tem pt 
an infraction of the law, when the Courts 
have ordered that it should not be used ? 
Remove the means for such work ; remove 
the temptation, and the injunctions will be 
obeyed. If the Courts have not the power 
to order such removal, then it should be 
given to them ; 
for until it, or something 
of a like character is done, the enforcing 
of the orders of the Courts will continue 
to be expensive and almost impossible.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The O uarantine Raised. 
On Saturday Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, of this 
city, telegraphed to the inspector at Los 
Angeles to ascertain the condition of the 
small-pox in that section. The answer re­ 
ceived stated that no new cases had de­ 
veloped during the past week, the cases in 
the pest houses were all getting along 
nicely, and the authorities were of the 
opinion that the disease was stamped out. 
Accordingly orders were issued discontinu­ 
ing all the inspectors along the railroad 
lines, and the quarantine was virtually 
raised yesterday. Dr. Tyrrell says that the 
citizens of Los Angeles censured the State 
Board ot Health for their prompt action in 
quarantining trains,districting the citv.and 
insisting upon vaccination ; but realizing 
now the great good that has been accom­ 
plished those people must admit that any 
other than the action taken by the Board 
would have been suicidal, for only through 
their great caution and active vigilance was 
the disease prevented from becoming epi­ 
demic. 
The doctor still holds to the 
opinion that it is the duty of the municipal 
authorities of Sacramento to see to it that 
the city is promptly and thoroughly 
cleansed. He does not seem to take much 
stock in the denials published that there is 
no cholera in Mexico. 


A nother C olonization Schem e. 
Mrs. John F. McCauley, who owns several 
thousand acres of valuable land in the 
southern portion of this county, has de­ 
cided to cut up 1,000 acres into 20 and 40- 
acre tracts and sell it at a low price to in­ 
duce settlers to locate thereon. This land 
is situated near Hicksville, and joins the 
celebrated Arno farm. The sales will be 
managed similar to those adopted at Riv­ 
erside and Los Angeles. This'land is said 
to be equal to the best fruit and vineyard 
land in this section.

Trouble in the W ater W orks Office. 
Mayor Gregory and the other Trustees 
were engaged Friday night, and until 
Saturday morning was well advanced, 
overhauling the accounts of J. T. Stafford, 
Clerk of the Water Works, they having be­ 
come convinced that something was wrong. 
Their investigation showed them that on 
April 9th Mr. Stafford paid into the City 
Treasury $G8 50 less than he had collected 
for the week ending that day ; on April 
15th, $131 50 less than he had received for 
the week, and on the 22d there was a de­ 
ficiency of $S3 50. As, under the law, he 
is supposed to have made affidavit that he 
paid in all that was collected, those figures 
make a bad showing. The Mayor only 
made a careful examination of the account's 
for A pril, the month that he has been in 
official position; but the Trustees con­ 
cluded to have a thorough investiga­ 
tion of the books, and Mr. Hopper 
is engaged in experting them. It is 
believed by those in a position to know 
that his report will show a worse state of 
affairs than is suggested above, including 
shortages ranging up to $40 or $50 weekly. 
It is alleged that the Clerk last Friday got 
from a Chinaman on Front street a receipt 
signed by the late Clerk, A. S. Woods, 
erased the latter’s name and appended his 
own, and collected $7 from the Chinaman. 
Aside from any accusation of intentional 
wrong, it has become evident that water 
rates have been carelessly collected lately, 
there being many old residents who have 
not until the last month been collected 
from for a year or more, and consequently 
there has been a great falling off in receipts 
trom water rates. Mr. Stafford resigned his 
position as Clerk Saturday evening, and a 
successor will probably be elected by the 
Board of Trustees this morning. He claims 
that he has deait squarely with the city, 
and if there is a deficiency shown it will be 
owing possibly to.accident or carelessness, 
and not intent, and that any sum found to 
be due from him to the city will be 
promptly paid. He is under a bond of 
$20,000.

F r u it S h ip p in g .— The officers of the 
California Fruit Union have had several 
conferences with the railroad officials con­ 
cerning rates for the present season’s crop, 
but thus far no definite determination has 
been reached. There was a disposition 
and intimation on the part of the railroad 
companies to make even lower and more 
advantageous rates for the present season 
than last, but the demoralizing effects and 
uncertainty .of construction of the inter­ 
state commerce law has thus far compelled 
delay in fixing the tariff schedule ou ibis 
important class of our products. The first 
train load last year was forwarded in June, 
and no doubt before the coming June the 
operations of the interstate law will have 
become sufficiently known to warrant rates 
being definitely fixed and announced.

In Judge Lawler’s Court, San Francisco 
the injunction case of A. J. Piercy to re­ 
strain Billy McLaughlin from playing hall 
with any other League than that which 
Piercy manages, was taken up, and a mo­ 
tion to transfer it to Sacramento granted.

In the suit brought by the State of Cali­ 
fornia against the Northern, the Central 
Pacific, the San Pablo and Tulare, the Cali­ 
fornia and Pacific and the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Companies, to recover delinquent 
taxes for the year 188G, Judge Levy, in De­ 
partm ent Ten of the Superior Court, San 
Francisco, has rendered a decision sustain­ 
ing the demurrers of the defendants to the 
complaints, and giving judgm ent for the 
railroad companies. 
The complaints were in the form pro­ 
vided by fceciion 3070 of the Political Code, 
which prescribes a short form of complaint 
to be used in actions by the people to re­ 
cover railroad taxes. Judge L evy bolds 
that this form of complaint is insufficient, 
lor the reason that the section authorizing 
it is in conflict with subdivion 3 of Section 
25 of Article IV. of the State Constitution, 
which reads: 
Section25. “ The legislature shall not psss 
local or special laws in a u y o fth e following 
enum erated cases, that i» Io m t : * * * Tliiiu 
—Regulating the practice of ‘Courts of justice.’ ” 
Judge Levy says: 
The adoption of a particular form of com ­

Section 426, Code of 
Civil Procedure, am<.»ng other things, requires 
the com plaint to contain " a statem ent of the 
facts constituting the cause of action in ordi­ 
nary and concise language.” Do the com plaints 
in question, copied iro n Section 3670, Political 
Code, comply w ith this requirem ent? The com­ 
plaint sim ply avers th at the State Board of 
Equalization assessed the franchise, roadway, 
road-bed, rails and rolling stock of the defend­ 
ant at th e sum o f 
dollars, aud that the 
Board apportioned the said assessment as fol­ 
lows : To the county o f 
so m any dollars, 
and so on, nam ing each county. There is no 
averm ent Irani first to last that any tax was ever 
levied by the State Board 01 by a n v o f the 
nam ed counties, nor that the tax is delinquent 
or unpaid. The assessment of the property and 
the apportionm ent of the sam e to the various 
counties are simply steps necessarily taken prior 
to the levy o f the tax. a u assessment without 
a levy of k tax would no more create a liability 
to pay a certain or any tax than would a levy of 
a tax without any assessment. 
They are l>oth 
equally im portant and necessary’in order to be 
binding. The averm ent th at defendant is in ­ 
debted to th e plaintiff for such an am ount of 
taxes for the year 1886 is n« t such a statem ent of 
a cause of action as is required by the < ode of 
Civil Procedure. It is a conclusion of law at 
l*est, depending entirely upon the facts. The 
com plaint is singularly lacking in other re­ 
spects. There is no averm ent th at the defend­ 
ant is a corporation, ueither is there any aver­ 
m ent that the defendant is the owner or posses­ 
sor of the property in question, nor any other al­ 
legation that even tends to show defendant’s 
liability. 
Continuing upon the same point, the 
opinion says: 
Does the law conflict with Subdivision 
of 
Section 25, A m ele IV. of the C onstitution ? It Is 
o f special laws. It certainly regulates the prac 
tice ot Courts of justice in tin* few cases nam ed. 
It prescribes an exact form of com plaint, differ­ 
ing in every essential particular fr* ra that pre­ 
scribed by the Code, li provides for an attach­ 
m ent w ith affidavits or bond. 
It provides for 
the paym ent of counsel fees if the suit be settled 
befo»e judgm ent. 
In case of judgm ent it pro­ 
vides that the judgm ent shall include counsel 
fees in such sum a** the 1 ourt m ay deem reason­ 
able. ncnc of whic h things can be done under 
the Code of Civil Procedure. 
The conclusion is 
irresistible that the legislation in question is un­ 
constitutional and void. 
Judge Levy further holds that the law 
for the collection of railroad taxes is in 
conflict with Subdivision 10 of the same 
section of the Constitution, which prohibits 
the passage of special or lucal laws 41 for 
the assessment or collection of taxes.” On 
this point he says: ¡ 
So far a> the a*see*mcnt of railroad property is 
concerned, by the Suite Board of Equalization, 
as the Constitution itself m akes a different pro­ 
vision for the assessment o f railroad property 
operated in more than one county from that re­ 
quired for the assessment of nil other property 
in the State, and as the Political Code simply 
follows the provisions of the Constitution, it is 
plain th a t tne assessments arc not assailable 
under the subdivisions above quoted. 
But 
while a separate assesmnent of their property 
is directed by the State instead of county 
officers, 
aud is 
therefore, 
not 
assailable 
upon State Constitutional grounds, yet there 
is 
nothing 
in the Constitution to* indicate 
that the taxes 
were 
intended to be col- 
Uctf/l upon such roads operated in more than 
one county in any m anner different from the 
collections of taxes upon other property. On 
th e eontrajy, it is very apparent that it was the 
intention ol the fram ers of the Constitution that 
all taxes levied thereon were to be collected in 
the sume m anner aud by the same officers as 
other taxes. 
The opinion goes on to state the particu­ 
lar matters in which the defendants claim 
that the rules applying to the owners of 
railroads 
operating in more than one 
county as to the collection of State and 
county taxes are spec ially onerous, uncon­ 
stitutional and void, which are as follows : 
First— The requirement to pay said State* and 
county taxes at the State Capitol to the State 
Treasurer 111*011 the order of the Controller. 
Second—The com m encem ent of a suit to col­ 
lect such taxes without offering the property at 
first for sale as in other cases. 
Third—Making the defendant liable to pay 
not only the ordinary costs of suit, but counsel 
fees also. 
Fourth—The issuing of an attachm ent and 
attaching any and all property not exem pt from 
execution, and, in case of judgm ent, selling the 
same instead of enforcing the lieu against tlie 
property itself. 
Fifth—In cose of the sale of property under 
execution, lim iting the tim e of repaym ent to 
six m onths, instead of twelve m ouths, when 
sold by the Tax Collector. 
And on this question Judge Levy cites a 
a num ber oí authorities. He says : 
If this is a soecial law. there is no doubt tha* 
it is unconstitutional and void. 
The Court is 
not without authority upon this point. Ex parte 
VV tester field, 5-3 CaL, 550, involved the construc­ 
tion of an Act of the Legislature entitled, “ An 
Act to regulate and provide a day of rest in cer­ 
tain cases, approved April 16, 18.Su.” 
The Ast 
provided th at it should be uulaw ful for any 
person engaged in the business of baking to en­ 
gage or perm it others in his employ to eugage 
in th e labor of baking, for the purpose o f sale, 
between the hours of 6 o'clock p. m. on fcatur- 
day and tl o’clock r. m. on Sunday, etc. The 
petitioner violated this law , was arrested there­ 
for, whereupon a w rit of habeas corpus was 
sued out and the same was heard by the Fu­ 
I reme Court in bank. 
Mr. Justice My rick, in 
delivering the opinion,, said: “ This is special 
legislation. A certain class is selected. Now, 
if there be authority to restrain labor on some 
one day, it m ust be, if at all, under a general 
law restraining labor on that day.” 
Justice MeKinstry. in concurring, said: “ But 
udmi ting the constitutionality of general laws 
prohibiting all labor upon Sunday, or upon any 
other day, I think the Act of Apr 1 16, labo, is ;l 
special law w ithin the m eaning of those term s 
as em ployed in .Section 25. Article IV. of the 
present Constitution. * 
* - 
* To say that 
every law is general witlrin the m eaning of the 
Constitution, which bears equally upon all to 
whom it is applicable is to say that there can be 
no special laws.” 
Upon principal and authority, the conclusion 
is irn-eislibletlm t Sections 3669 and 3670 of the 
Political Code, as am ended in 1885, are in direct 
conflict with section 25, Article IV., of the Con­ 
stitution, and are therefore v« id. 
It is also claim ed that the legislation in que> 
tiou is indirect contravention of Fection 1. Ar­ 
ticle XII.. of the Constitution, w hich rcad> as 
follows: “ Corporations m ay be formed under 
general laws, but shall not bt* created under spe­ 
cial Act. All laws now in force in this8tute 
concerning corj>orati.ms. and u¡l laws that m ay 
be hereafter parsed pursuant to this section, 
may be altered from tim e to tim eo r repealed.” 
The old Constitution (>ec:ion 31, Article IV.) 
hail the follow ing: 
“ Corporations may be 
formed under general laws, but shall not be 
created by special Act. except for m unicipal 
purposes. All general laws and special Acts 
passed pursuant to this section m ay be altered 
from tim e to tim e or repealed ” 
It will be observed th at so far as private cor­ 
porations arc concerned, the provisions of the 
two Constitutions aie the same, though clothed 
indifferent augitsge. It has been claim ed by 
gome tli t this reservation of power to alter, 
am end or repeal conferred am ple authority 
upon the Legislature to adopt the system for the 
collection oi taxes from railroad v mpaniesuow 
under discusión. This reservation of power 
may be so w ielded<as.to com pletely change all 
corporation laws or strike them from the statute 
books by an absolute repeal of a:l laws I*earing 
upon that subject, aud therefore’prohibit the 
formation of such corporation, but in altering 
or am ending such laws, it cannot free some of a 
class and burden the others. 
All must bi 
treated alike in Lhit respect, or the law* become 
special and not general.-and infringes upon the 
Constitution. 
H u s question 
been carefully considered 
and determ ined in the great case of The C itv 
and County of 
Francisco vs. The spring 
Valley W ater Work*, reported in 48th t al , &u;5. 
Mr. Justice Crockett, w ho delivered the opinion 
of the Court, in speaking of corporations, safcá 
** Tncy can only be formed under general law-*-;, 
nnd can exercise no powers .except such as are 
derived from general laws. * * * The gen­ 
eral lau s under which they are formed, and 
such othe s as shall afb-nvard.be enacted, must 
alone define ih tir rights and powers. »»u this 
theory, ail private co^w alioiiSiform ed for sim i­ 
lar purposes, will stand upon i-he same footing, 
enjoy the^-ame rights and be au jf t to the same 
burdens, which cannot i*e increased or di­ 
m inished, except by general law* applicable 
to alL” 
Justice M*E;nstry, in a eooeorriag opinion,

Valley W ater Works. In itself em inently satis­ 
factory, it accords w ith established canons of 
constitutional and statutory construction. My 
purpose is simply to show that, to the extent 
above intim ated, the construction o f the pro­ 
vision of the Constitution has been settled by the 
highest tribunal of the State.” 
As the result of the examination of 
these authorities, Judge Levy says: 
This jo in t having been finally settled by the 
highest tribunal o f the State,’ the rem aining 
question is. Does the legislation in question 
apply to all railroad corporations organized un­ 
der the general law ? If so, then the reserva­ 
tions of the power to alter or am end m ight be 
invoked to sustain i t , but if, on the contrary, it 
only affects a portion of said railroad corpor­ 
ations, then it is unconstitutional and void. 
The general law for the incorporation of rail­ 
road companies, under both theold aud the new 
Constitutions, is the sam e w hether the object 
was to construct in one or all the counties of the 
State. All had the same powers and duties and 
were subject to the same obligations. There arc 
in this State nearly, if not quite, as m any rail­ 
roads operated only in one county, as there arc 
operated in more than one county. The pro­ 
visions ot the Political Code, before referred to, 
docs not impose upon the railroads ojx.*rated in* 
one county the duties or obligations imposed 
upon those operated in more th an one county. 
The class 01 three county railroads in Los 
Angeles; the class of three countv railroads 
in Alam eda, the three county railroads iu 
Contra Costa, the two county railroads in 
Santa Cruz; the two county ’ railroads 
iu 
Humlvoldt, the one county railroad in Colusa, 
aud the one 
county 
railroad 
in 
Tulare 
are not compelled to go to the State Capitol and 
there pay their State and county taxes to the 
State Treasurer, after obtaining an order from the 
Controller for the Sta’e Treasurer to receive the 
sam e; and should the tax 011 th eir railroads be­ 
come delinquent, they are not subject to a suit 
and attac hm ent, and crs:so f suit and counsel 
fees, until their road, the property assessed, and 
up>on which the tax has been levied, have been 
advertised and offered for sale, and 110 bidders 
are found to take the same. The tax upon their 
property can only be m ade out of the identical 
property assessed, provided any bidder shall 
take it aud pay the tax. p*ercentage and costs, 
and after that tim e he* has at least twelve 
m onths in which to redeem. Under the decis­ 
ions before cited, the reservation of the power 
to alter, am end or repeal, so far from sustaining 
the section of the Political Code in question, 
they determ ined th at the said sections are u n ­ 
constitutional. 
The question whether 
Sections 3GG8, 
36B1) and 3070 of the Political Code are 
void tinder Section 1 of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the United States Constitu­ 
tion, as denying the railroads the equal 
protection of the laws, Judge Levy d jes 
not deem necessary to decide, as it has 
been passed upon by the United States 
Supreme Court, in tlie case of Santa Clara 
county vs. the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, reported ui 118 United States 
Reports, page 303.
